M R. Zacheverill reports from the Comfnittee 
which by order of the Houſe was appointed to 
take the Examination of Mr. Coleman, That the Com- 
mittee went to Newgate, and laying before Mr. Cole- 


man 
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man his preſent danger, and that he could have no 
hopes to eſcape it but by a full and plain diſcovery of 
his knowledge of the Conſpiracy 3 Mr. Coleman, with- 
out any particular Queſtions put to him, faid to the 
cfte following, 


A S to any deligne againſt the Kings perſon, or for 

the taking away of his Life, or the leflening of 
his Power, he totally denies any knowledge of it, or 
that he ever did deligne it, or ever heard thexeot either 
dirc&ly or indirectly. He totally denics that he ever 
knew or heard of any Commiſſion for raifing an Army, 
or any intent or defigne of raiſing an Army, till of 
late that he heard ſo when he was examined by the 
Lords. He utterly denies that he ever deligned or 
endeavoured to change the Religion cſtabliſhed in this 
Kingdom, or to introduce Popery 3; but confeſſes he 
did endeavour to have this Parliament diff9lved, and 
by that means to gain a Liberty of Conſcience z which 
he thought this Parliament would never grant : And 
ſaid, he obſerved every Seſſions of Parhament the. 
growth of Popery complained of, notwithſtanding, all 
their endeavours againſt it 3 and believed that if the 
Catholick Religion ſtood upon equal ground, it would 
prevail. And fays,he did endeavour to get 300000 /, 
trom France, hoping that thereby his Majeſty might 
be prevailed on to diſſolve this Parliament, rather than 
wait for an uncertain ſum, 

And fays, there was not three men in England ac- 
quainted with theſe his Deſignes, or with his Corre- 
{pondence 3 but that the Duke of York, was acquainted 
with them ; and he believes he communicated thcm to 
the Lord Arundel of Wardor. 

And faid; he concluded it moſt probable to have 
money from France tor diſſolving the Parliament, in 
regard the Confederacy againſt Frarce was chiefly 

D 2 
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ſupported and held together by the countenance and 
expettation they had from this Parliament, 

The firſt Correſpondence, he ſays, which he had 
in France, was by ſome Letters of News which he 
wrote to Sir William Frogmorton about the time of 
the Siege of Maeftricht, any News being welcome to 
a Sicge 3 and by that way the Correſpondence be- 
tween him and 1a Ferrier was introduced. And fays, 
that upon the'death of 12 Ferrier ( which he takes 
was in the year after the Siege of Maeſtricht _) he fent 
a Narrative to /a Chaiſe to give him an account of 
the Tranſactions that had paſſed betwixt /2 Ferrier 
and him 5 but after that, wrote not above three or 
four Letters to 1a Chaiſe,and that then the Correſpon- 
dence betwixt them ceaſed. 

He alſo ſaid, that he had kept a Correſpondency 
with the Popes Nuncio at Bruſſels, which Correſpon- 
dence was hir{t introduced by a Propoſition that Fa- 
ther Patrick, brought from the Nuncio there into Eng- 
land, of a great ſum of money that ſhould be given by 
the Pope to the King of England, if the Catholicks 
- here in England might have ſome favour anſwerable 
tO It, 

But the Propoſition being ſo confuſed that they did 
not underſtand it, he was ſent by the Duke of Tork to 
the Nuncio at Bruſſels, to underſtand the Propofitions. 
And he ſays, when he came to Brxſſe/s the Nuncio 
told him he had no authority from the Court of Rome 
to make any ſuch Propoſition, but did it as a private 
perſon : But ſays, that the Nuncio being then to go to 
Rome, promiſed Mr. Coleman to do what ſervice there 
he could in that buſineſs.

Ince F ather St. Germain has been ſo kind as to-recom- 
KI mend me to your Reverence ſo advantagionſly as to 'ett- 
conrage you to accept my Correfpondence, I will own to him 
that be has done me a favour without conſulting me; greater 
than I could have been capable of if he had adviſed with 
e, becauſe T ſhould not then have had the confidence to 
Dave permitted him to ask, it mm my behalf*: And T am 
fo ſenſible of the honor you are pleaſed $0 do me, that 
though I cannot deſerve it, yet at leaſt to ſhew'the ſenſe I 
have of it, I will deal as freely and openly with you this 
firft time, as if I had the honour of your acquaintance all 
my life; and ſhall make no Apologie for ſo doing, but onely 
zell you, that T know your Charatter perfetily well, though 
T am not ſo happy 4s to know your perſon 5 and that T 
have an opportunity of pnutting this Letter into: the hands 
of Father St. Germain's Nephew { for whoſe integrity 
and prudence he has undertaken ) without any fort of 
hazard. 
In order then ( Sir ) to the plainnefs which I promiſe, I 


will tell you what bas plainly paſt between your Reverend 
Prede- 
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Predeceſſor, Father Ferricrs, and my ſelf. About three 
years ago, when the King my Maſter, ſent a Troop of. bis 
Horſe-Gnards into His moſt Chriſtian. Majeſties ſervice, 
under the command of my Lord Duras , He ſent with. it 
an Officer called Sir William Frogmorton, with whom 
T bad a particular intimacy, ' and he. had then very newly 
embraced the Catholick, Religion ; and, to him did I con» 
ftantly write, and by him addreſs my ſelf to Father Fer- 
TICTS, 


The firſt thing of great importance which I preſumed to 


” offer to him ( not to trouble yoie with leſſer matters of 
| what paſſed here, and immediately after the fatal Reman: 
1 ciation of the Kings Declaration for Liberty of Conſczence, 
2 


to which we owe all our late Miſchiefs and Hazards, ) 
was in July, Anton, 0s temuer, 1673, when; T-con- 
ſtantly inculcated the great danger the Catholick, Religjon 
and bis moſt Chriſtian . Majeſties - Intereſt would be 1m at 
our next Seſſion of Parliament, which was then to_ be in 
October following 3 at which I plainly foreſaw that 
the King my Maſter would be forced to ſomething in, pre- 
judice of bis Alliance witb France»which 1 ſaw ſo evi- 
dently and particularly that we Yaould -make Peace with 
Holland, that I weighed all the Arguments (which to me 
were Demonſtration 5 to convince your Court of that: Mtſ- 
chief and preſſed what T could to perſwade bis Chriſtian 
Majeſty to uſe bis utmoſt force to foes that fitting of our 
Parliament and propoſed Expedients hor to do it 5 But 
IT was anſwered ſo often and # poſitively, that bis Chri- 
ftian Majeſty was ſo well aſſur'd by hs Embaſſador bere, 
our Embaſſador there, the Lord Arlington, and even the 
King himſelf, that he had no ſuch apprebenſions at all, 
but was fully ſatisfied of the contrary, and looked upon 
what T offered as a very zealous miſtakg \ that I was 
forced to give over arguing, though not believing 4s they 
did, but confidently appealed to time and ſucceſs, of 219 
who took, their meaſures righteſt. When it happene _ 
w 
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which I foreſaw came to paſs, the good Rather was a little 
ſurprized to ſte all the great mens miſtake, and a little 
one in the right ,. and was pleaſed, by Sir William Frog- 
morton, to defire the continuance of my Correſpondence ; 
which I was mighty willing to comply with, knowing the 


Intereſt of our King, and in a more particular manner, of 
my more immediate Maſter the Duke, and bis moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty, to, be ſo inſeparably united, that it was impoſſible 
to divide them without deſtroying them all. 
Upon this I ſhewed that our Parliament, in the circum- 
. Rtances it was managed, by the timerous councels of our 
Miniſters who then governed, could never be uſeful either 
to England, France, or the Catholick, Religion; but that 
we ſhould as certainly be forc'd from our Nemtrality at 
their next meeting, as we had been from our attive Alliance 
with France the laſt. That a Peace, in the circumſtances 
we were in, was much more to be deſired, than the continu- 
ance of the War : That the Diſſolution of our Parliament 
would certainly make a Peace 5 for that the Confederates 
did more depend upon the Power they had in our Parlia- 
ment, than upon any thing elſe in the world, and were more 
encouraged from thence to continue the War. So that if 
that wee diſſolved, their Meaſures would be all broken, 
and they conſequently in a manner neceſſitated to a Peace. 
The good Father minding this Diſcourſe ſomewhat more 
than the Court of France thought fit to do my former, 
wrged it ſo home to the King, that his Majeity was ſo 
pleaſed to. give bim ordgr to ſignifie to bs R, H. my 
Maſter, that his Majeſty was fully ſatisfied of his R. H's 
ood intention towards him , and that he eſteemed 
oth their Intereſts but one and the ſame. That my Lord 
Arlington and the Parliament were both to be lookt upon 
4 very unuſeful to their Intereſt , and that if bis R. H. 
would endeavour to diſſolve this Parliament , bis Ma- 


jefty would afſift bim with bis Power and Purſe to have 
ſuch a new one as would be for their purpoſe. This and a

great many more Expreſſions of Kindneſs and Confidence, 


Father Ferrier was pleaſed to communicate to Sir Wil- 
liam Frogmorton, and commanded hm to ſend them to 
his R. H. , and withal , to beg bis R. H. to propoſe 
to bis moſt Chriſtian Majefty what he thought neceſſary for 
bis own Concern, and the advantage of Religion > and bis 
Majeſty would certainly do all he could to advance both. or 
either of them. 

That Sir William Frogmorton ſent to me by an Ex- 
preſs, who left Paris, June 2. 1674. Stilo Novo. 

T no ſooner had it, but T communicated it to bis R. H. 
to which his R. H. commanded me to anſwer , as T did 
on the 2 9th of the ſame month. 

That his R. H. was very ſenſible of bis moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſties friendſhip, and that he wowld labour to cul- 
tivate it, with all the good Offices he was capable of doing 
for bis Majeſty. That be was fully convinced that their 
Intereſts were one. That my Lord Arlington and the 
Parliament were not onely unuſeful, but very dangerous 
both to England and France z that therefore it was neceſ- 
ſary that they ſhmuld do all they conld to diſſolve it. And 
that his R. H's opinion was , That if bis moſt Chri- 
ftian Majefty would write bis thoughts freely to the 
King of England wpon this ſubjeft, and make the ſame of- 
fer to his Majeſty of his Purſe to diſſolve this, which he 
made to his R. H. to call another , he did believe it 
very poſſible for him to ſucceed , with the aſſiſtance” we 
ſhould be able to give him here. And that if this Parlia- 
ment were diſſolved, there would be no great difficulty of 
getting a new one, which would be more uſeful : the con- 
ſtitution of our Parliament being ſuch, that a new one can 
never burt the Crown, nor an old one do it good. 

His R. H. being pleaſed to own thoſe Propoſitions , 
which were but onely General , TI thought it more rea- 
ſonable to be more particular , and to come cloſe #0 the 


pornt, 
That 
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That if we happened to agree, we might go the faſter a- 
bout the Work,, and come to ſome iſſue before the time were 
zoo much ſpent. 

T laid this for my Maxime, The Diſſolution of our Par- 
liament would certainly procure a Peace & Which Propoſi- 
tion was granted by every body I converſed withal, even by 
Monſieur Rovigny himſelf, with whom I took, liberty of 
diſcourſing ſo far, but durſt not ſay any thing of the Intel- 
ligence I had with Father Ferrers. 

Next, That a ſum of money certain, would certainly pro- 
cure a Diſſolution. This ſome doubted, but T am ſure I ne- 
ver did , for T knew perfefly well, that the King had fre- 
quent diſputes with himſelf at that time, whether he ſhould 
diſſolve or continue them, and he ſeveral times declared, 
That the Argeements were ſo ſtrong on both ſides, that þe 
could not tell to which to incline, but was carried at laſt to 
their continuance,by this one Argument : If I trythem once 
more, they may poſſibly give me my Money 3 if they do, I 
have gained my point \ if they do not, I can diſſolve them 
then, and be where I am now : ſo that T have a poſſibility 
at leaſt of getting money for their continuance,againſt nothing 
on the other fide. But if we could have turned this Argu- 
ment, and ſaid, Sir, their Diſſolution will procure you mo- 
ney, when you have onely a bare probability of getting any 
by their Continuance , and have ſhewn how far that bare 
probability was from being a foundation to build any hope 
pon, which T am ſure his Chriſtian Majeſty was ſenſible e& 
nough of. And how much 3oe000l.Sterling certain( which 
was the ſum we propoſed )was better than a bare probability 
( without any reaſon to hope that that would ever come to 
paſs) of having half ſo much more ( which was the moſt he 
defigned to ask,) upon ſome vile diſhonourable terms, and a 
thouſand other hazards.,vohich we had great reaſon to be a- 
fraid of. If, T ſay, we had power to have ſo argued, Tam 
moſt confidently aſſur'd we could bave compaſſed it : for 
Logick, in our Court, built upon Money, has more powerful 

Charms than any other ſort of Reaſon. But 
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But to ſecure bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſty from any has 

zards as to this point, T propoſed, That his Majeſty ſhould 
offer that ſum upon that Condition, and if the Condition 
were not performed, the Money ſhould never be due > if 
it were,and that a Peace would certainly follow thereupon, 
( which no body doubted) his Majeſty would gain bis end, 
and ſave all the vaſt Expences of the next Campagne by 
which he could not hope to better bis Condition, or to put 
himſelf into more advantagious circumſtances of Treating, 
than be was then in; but might probably be in a much 
worſe , conſidering the mighty Oppoſitions he was like to 
meet with, and the uncertain chances of War. 

-But admitting that his Majeſty could maintain himſelf 
by his great Strength and Condud, in as goed a condition to 
Treat the next year, as he was then in, which was as much 
as could then reaſonably be hoped for, he ſhould have ſaved 
by this Propoſal as much as all the men he muſt needs looſe 3 
and all the charges he ſhould be at in & year, could be va- 
Ined to amount to more than 300000 1. Sterling, and ſo 
much more, in caſe his condition ſhould decay, or it ſhould 
be worſe than it was when this was made : And the Con- 
dition of bis R. H. and the Catholick Religion bere, 
which depends very much upon the ſucceſs of his Chri- 
ftian Majeſty, delivered from a great many frights and real 
hazards. 

Father Ferriers ſeemed to be tery ſenſible of the benefit 
which all Parties would gain by this Propoſal \ but yet it 
was unfortunately delayed by the unhappy tedious ſickneſs 
which kept him ſo long from the King in ke Compte, 
and made bim ſo unable to wait upon his Majeſty after be 
bad returned to Paris : But ſo ſoon as he could compaſs it, 
be was pleaſed to acquaint his Majeſty with it > and did 
write to the Duke himſelf, and did me the honour to write 
to me alſo, on the 15th of September, 1674, and ſent his 
Letters by Sir William Frogmorton, who came expreſs 
upon that Errand. 


In 
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In theſe Letters be gave bis R. H. freſh Aſi 
rances of bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſties friendſhip , and 
of bis zeal and readineſs to comply with every thing his 
R. H. ſhould think, fit to propoſe in favour of Religi» 
on, or the buſineſs of the Money , and that he had com- 
manded Monſieur Rovigney, as to the latter, to treat 
and deal with his R. H. and to receive and obſerve 
bis Orders and Inſtruftions : but deſired that he might 
not at all be concerned as to the former , but that bis 
R. H. would cauſe what Propoſitions be thought fit to 

ſe about Religion , to be offered either to Father 
errier or to Monſieur Pompone. 

Theſe Letters came to us about the middle of our Sep- 
tember, and his R. H. expected dayly when Mon- 
fieur Rovigney ſhould fpeak, to him about the ſubjed of 
that Letter , but he took, no notice at all of any thing, till 
September 19. and then onely ſaid, that he had comntand 
from his Majeſty to give his R. H. the moſt firm Aſ- 
ſurance imaginable of his Friendſhip, or ſomething to that 
purpoſe, making bis R. H. a general Complement \ but 
made no mention of any particular Orders relating to the 
ſubjeft of Father Ferricr's Letter. | 

The Duke wondering at this proceeding, and being much 
obliged to ſtay good part of Octob.at Newmarket,and ſoon 
after his coming back, hearing of the death of Father Fer- 
rier, he gave over all further proſecuting the former Projed. 
But I believe I ſaw Monſieur Rovigney's policie all along, 
who was willing to ſave his Maſters money, upon an aſſu- 
rance we would do all we could to ſtave off the Parlia- 
ment for our own ſakes > that we would ſtruggle as hard 
without money as with it. And we having by this time, 
zpon our own Intereſts, prevailed to get the Parliament 
prorogned till the 13th of April, he thought that the Pro- 
rogation being to a day ſo high in the Spring, would put the 
Confederates ſo much beyond their nos that it might 
procure a Peace, and be as uſeful to France as a Diſſolw- 
Hon. . Upon 
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Upon theſe Reaſons, which I ſuppoſe be went upon, I 
had ſeveral diſcourſes with hinz, and did open my ſelf ſo 
far to him as to ſay, that T could wiſh bis Maſter would 
give us leave to offer 300000 |. to our Maſter for the 
Diſſolution of the Parliament, and ſhew him that a Peace 
would moſt certainly follow a Diſſolution which be a- 
greed with me in : and that we deſired not the money 
from bis Maſter to excite our Wills, or to makg us more in- 
duſtrious to uſe our utmoſt power to procure a Diſſolution, 
but to ſtrengthen our Power and Credit with the King, and 
to render us more capable to ſucceed with bis Majeſty , as 
moſt certainly we ſhould have done, had we been fortified 
with ſuch an Argument. 

To this purpoſe I promiſed Monſieur Pompone frequently 
by Sir William Frogmorton, who returned from hence 
again into France on the 16th of November, the day 
our Parliament ſhould have ſet, but was prorogued. Mon- 
fiewr Pompone, as I was informed by Sir William, did 
ſeem to approve the thing , but yet had two Objeflions a- 
gainſt it. 

I. That the ſum we propoſed was great, and could ill 
be fpared by bis Majeſty in the preſent Circumſtances be 
was ills 

To which we anſwered, That if by bis expending that 
ſum he could procure a Diſſolution of our Parliament, and 
thereby a Peace, which every bodyragreed would neceſſarily 
follow, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would ſave five or ten 
times a greater ſum, and ſo ve a good Hugband by bis Ex- 
pence 3 and if we did not procure a Diſſolution, he ſhould 
not be at that Expence at all : for that we deſired him only 
to promiſe upon that conditior,, which we were contented to 
be obliged to perform firit. - 

2, The ſecond Objefiion was, That the Duke did not 
move in it, nor appear in it himſelf. 

To which we anſwered, That he did not indeed to Mon- 

fieur Pompone, becauſe be had found ſo ill an effect of 
E the 
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the Negotiations with Father Ferrier when it came into 
Mapſienur Rovigney*s hands ; but be had conceri'd himſelf 
in it to Father Fercier. 

Tet T continued to proſecute and preſs the Diſſolution of 
the Parliament, deteſting all Prorogations as onely ſo much 
loſs of time, and a means of ftrengthening all thoſe who 
depended upon it, in oppoſition to the Crown, the Intereſt 
of France , and the Catholick, Religion , in the opinion 
they had taken, that our King durft not part with bis 
Parliament, apprehending another would be much worſe. 

2. That he could not live without a Parliament, there- 
fore they muſt ſuddenly meet , and the longer he kept 
them off, the greater the neceſſities would grow, and con- 
ſequently their power to compel him to do what they lifted | 
would Ave”; accordingly : And therefore if they could - 
but maintain themſelves a while, their day would certainly 
come in a ſhort time, in which they ſhould be able to work, 
their Wills, 

Such diſcourſes as theſe kept the Confederates and the 
Male-contents in heart, and made them weather on the 
War in ſpight of all the Prorogations : and therefore I 
" preſt a Diſſolution till February laſt, when our Circum- 
ſtances were ſo totally changed , that we were forced to 
change owr Councils too, and be as much for the Parlia- 
ment's fitting as we were before againſt it. Our Change 
was this : Before that time the Lord Arlington was the 
onely\ Miniſter in Credit, who thought himſelf out of all 
danger of a Parliament, he having been accuſed before 
them, and juſtified \ and therefore was zealous for their 
fitting s And to increaſe his Reputation with them, and to 
become a perfe&t Favourite, be ſet himſelf all be could to 
perſecute the Catholick, Religion, and to oppoſe the French. 
To ſhew by zeal againſt the firit, he recived ſome old Dor- 
mant Orders for probibiting the Roman Catholicks to ap= 
pear before th: King, and put thm into execution at his 
firſt coming. into 1 e Office of Lord Chamberlain. And to 
make 
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make ſure work againft the ſecond, ( as be thought ) pre- 
vailed with the King to give bim and the Farl of Oſſery 
(who married two Siſters of My ne Heer Odykes} leave 
t0 go over into Holland with the ſaid Heer, to make a 
Viſit, as they pretended, to their Relations z but indeed 
and in truth #0 propoſe the Lady Mary, eldeſt Daughter 
#0 bu R. H. as a Match for the Prince of Orange, not 
onely without the conſent, but againit the good liking of 
bis R. H, inſomuch us the Lord Arlipgton's creatures 
were forc'd to excuſe him with a diftindion-tbat the ſaid 
Lady was not to be looks wpon as the Duke's Danghter,bnt 
as a Childe of the State + and ſo the Duke's conſent not 
to be much confidered in the difÞoſal of ber, but the Inte- 
reſt onely of State, By thi be intended to render himſelf 
the D arling of the Parliamem & Proteſtants, who would 
look an themſelves as ſecure in their. Religion by ſuch an 
Alliance , aud defigned further by that means to draro 
us into cloſe conjunfion with Holland, and Enemies of 
France. The Lord Ailington ſet forth upon this Errand 
Nov. the 10th, 1674, andreturned not till Jan. 6. fol- 
lowing. During bis abſence, the Lord Treaſurer, Lord 
Keeper, and Duke of Lauderdale, were the onely Mini- 

fters in any confiderable Credit with the King, and who 
all pretended to be entirely wnized to the Duke's declared 
loudly and with great violence ag ainft the ſaid Lord,and 
bis aGlions in Holland , and did hope in bis abſence 
t0 bave totally ſupplanted and routed bim ont of the 

Kings favour x and after that, they thought they might 
bave eafily enongh dealt with the Parliament : but nong 
of them bad courage enough to ſpeak againſt the Parlia- 
ment till they could get rid of him, for fear they ſhould 
uot ſucceed, but that the Parliament ſhould fit in fpight 
of them, and come to hear that they had uſed their endea- 
vours againſt it > which would bave been ſo unpardonable 
a Crime with our Omnipotent Parliament, that no poreer 
would bave been able to have ſaved them from puniſh- 
ment. D 3 But 
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But they finding at bis return, when they could not 
prevail againſt bim by ſuch means and arts as they bad 
then tryed, reſolved upon new Counſels, whieh were to 
out- run bim in bis ows courſe > which accordingly they 
wndertook,, and became as fierce Apoſtles, and zealous 
for Preteſtaut Religion, and againſt Popery, as ever my 
Lord Arlivgton was before” them > and in purſuance 
thereof , perſwaded the King to iſſue out thoſe ſevere Or- 
dirs and Proclamations againſt Catbolicks, which came 
out in February laſts by which they did as much as in 
them lay, to extirpate all Cathslicks and Cathlick, Re- 
ligion out of the Kingdom : which Counſels were in my 
opinion ſo deteftable, beiug levelled, as they muſt needs be, 
ſo direfily againſt the Duke, by pesple that be had ad- 
vanced, and who bad profeſſed ſo much duty and ſervice 
to bim, that we were put upon new thoughts bow to ſave 
bis R. H. from the deceits of them upon whom formerly 
we depended. We ſaw well enough that thiar deſignes 
wereto make themſelves as grateful as they could to the 
Parliament if they muſt fit, they thinking nothing to be 
ſo acceptable to them as the perſecuting of Popery \ but 
- they were ſo obnoxious to the Parliaments diſpleaſure in 
general, that they would bave beenvery glad of any Ex- 
pediert 10 keep it off, though they durſt not engage ag ainft 
it opexly themſelves, but tbought this device of theirs 
might ſerve to that purpoſe, boping that the Duke wou'd 
be ſo alarm'd at their proceedings, and by bis being left 
by every body, that be would be much more afraid of the 
Parliament than ever, and uſe bis utmoſt power to prevent 
irs ſiting 3 which they doubted not but he would endea» 
vour > and they were ready enough to work wuder-baud 
with bim for their own ſakes, not bus, in order thereunto, 
but dwrſt not appear openly. And to encourage the 
Duke the more tu diſſulve the Parliament, their Creas 
tures uſed to ſay, that theſe vigorous proceedings againſt 
the Catbelicks, were in ſavear of the Duke 5 and to 
mang 
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make the- Diſſolution of the Parliament more eafie , 
which they knew be coveted, by obviating one great Ob- 
jedlion which was commonly made againſt it, which was, 
That if the Parliament had been diſſolved, it would be 
ſaid, It was done in favour of Popery 3 which Clamonur 
they prevented, by the ſeverity which they had ſhewn 
again? it beforehand. 

As ſoon as we ſaw theſe Tricks put upon ws, we plain- 
ly ſaw what men we bad to deal with, and what we 
had to truſt to, if we were wholly at their mercy 3 but 
yet durſt not ſeem ſo diſſatufied as we really were , but 
rather magnified the Contrivance as advice of great cun- 
ning and 5hall. 

All this we did purely to bold them in a belief that 
we would endeavour to diſſolve the Parliament , #bat 
they mignt rely upon his R. H. for that which we knew 
they longed for, and were afraid they might do ſome 
other way, if they diſcovered that we would not. 

At length, when we ſaw the Seſſions ſecur"d, we de- 
clared we were for the Parliaments meeting y as indeed 
we were, from the moment we ſaw our ſelves uſed by 
the Kings Miniſters at ſuch a rate, that we had rea- 
ſon to believe they wonld ſacrifice France, Religion, and 
bis R. H. too, to their own Intereſts , if occaſion ſcr- 
ved; and that they were led to believe that that was 
the onely way they bad left to ſave themſelves at that 
time 5 for we ſaw no Expedient to flop their Carreers 
of perſecution, and thoſe other deſiruive Counſels, but 
tbe Parliament, wbich bad ſet it ſelf a long time to 
diſlike every thing the Miniſters had done, and had ap- 
peared violently againſt Popery, whil(t the Court ſeemed 
to favour it» And therefore we were confident that 
the Miniſters having turu'd their faces, the Parliament 
would do ſo too, and flill be againſt them, aud be as 
little for perſecution then, as they bad been for Popery 


before. 
E 3 This 
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This T1 wndertook, to manage for the Duke and for 
the King of France's Intereft, and aſſured Monfiexr 
Rovigncy that the Seſſions ſhould do neither of them 
any burt , for that 1 was ſure I bad power enough to 
prevent miſchief, - though 1 dzrſt not anſwer for any good 
they ſhould do, becanſe I had but very few aſſiſtants to 
carry on the Work,, and wanted thoſe helps which otbers 
bad of making friends. 

The Dutch ard Spaniard fpared no pains , nor ex+ 
pence of money, to animate as many 4s they could againſt 
Francc. 

Our Lorl- Keeper, Lord-Treaſurer, and all the Biſhops, 
and ſuch as calld themſelves old Cavaliers, who were 
all then 4s one man, were mot leſs induſtrious again(t 
Popery, and bad the Purſe at their Girdle too, which is 
an excilient Injtrument to gain Friends with; and all 
nnited againit the Duke, as Patrow both of France and of 
the Catbolick Religion- 

To deal with all this Force, we had no Money but 
what came from a few private bands, and thoſe ſo 
mean ors too, that I dare preſume to ſay that I fpent 
_ more out of my own Fortune than the whole Body cf the 
Catbolicks in England befid:s x which was ſo incon- 
fiderable in compariſon of what our Adverſaries could 
command, and we verily believe did beftow in making 
their P arty, that it i4 not worth mentioning. 

Tet notwithſtanding all this, we ſaw that by the 
belp of the Nonconformiſts, who were as much afraid 
of perſecution as our ſelves, and .of the Enemies of the 
Miniſters, particularly the Treaſurer, who by that time 
bad ſupplanted the E of Arlington , and was grown 
. ſole manager of Aﬀairs bimſelf, we ſhould be able to 
prevent what they deſigned againſt w, and ſo render the 
$+ ſions ineffellual to their ends, though we might not 
be able to compaſs our own which was to make ſome 
brik fiep in favour of bis R. H. to ſhew the King 
#bat 
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that bis Mijeſties Affairs in Parliament were not ob- 
firufted by reaſon of the averſim they had to bis Re. H. 
bis perſon, or apprebenfion they had of bim or bis Re- 
ligion, but from Fattion in ſome; and real Diſſatisfa- 
Gon in athers, that we bave mot bad ſuch fruits and 
effeis of thoſe great ſums of Money which bave for 
— been given, as they expetied. If we could have 
made them but one ſuch ftep, the King would certainly 
have reflored bis R. He. to all bis Commiſſions 1 upon 
which be would have been much greater than ever, or 
could probably ever bave been by any other courſe than 
what he bad taken of becoming Cathilick, 

And we were ſo very near gaining this point? that 
I did humbly beg bis R. H. to give ne leave to put bis 
R. H. upon taking an Addrefl to the King, That bis 
Majeftly would be pleaſed to put the Fleet into the 
bands of bis R. H. as the onely perſon likely to give 
a good account of ſo important a Charge to the King- 
dom 3 and (hew'd bis R. H. ſuch Reaſons to perſwade 
bim that we conld carry it, that be agreed with me in 
it . Tet others telling him bow great a damage it would 
be to bim if be ſhould miſs in ſuch an undertaking, 
which for my pars I could not then ſee, nor do IT yer, 
be was prevailed npon not to venture. 

IT did communicate this defigne of mine to Monſieur 
Rovigney, who agreed with me, that it would be the 
greatelt advantage to his Maſter imaginable, ts have 
the Duke's Power and Credit ſo advanced as this would 
certainly 4o, if we could compaſs it. 

I ſhewed him all the difficulties we were like to 
meet with, and what helps we ſhould have, but that 
we ſhould want oxe very material one, viz. Money, to 
carry on the Work, as we ought 3 and therefore I con 
feſs'd I did ſhamefuly beg bis Matters belp, and wontd 
willingly bave been content to bave beer in coerlaſtony 
diſgrace with all the world, if 1 ha1 nor with the 
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aſſitance of 20000 1. Sterling from him, made it &+ 
vident to the Duke that be could not bave miſs d it, 
Mo»fieur Rovigney uſed to tell me, That if be could be 
ſare of ſwcceeding in that Deſigne , bis Maſter would 
give a very much larger ſum > but that he was wot in 
a condition to throw away Moneys upon Incertainties: 
I anſwered, That nothing of this nature can be ſo in- 
fallibly ſure, as not to be ſubjef to ſome poſſibility of 
failing 3 but that T durſt venture to undertake to make 
it evident, that there was as great an aſſurance of ſmecee- 
ding init, 4s any Hubandman can have of a Crop in 
Harveſt, who ſows bis Ground in its ſeaſon > and yet 
it would be accounted a very imprudent piece of wari- 
mf to ſeruple the venturing ſv much Seed in its pro- 
per time, becauſe it is poſſible it may be totally loſt : Who 
minds the Winds and the Rains at that rate, ſhall nei- 
ther ſoo nor reap. 

I take our Caſe to be much the ſame now. 4s it was 
the laſt Seſſions if we advance the Dukes Intereſt one 
fep forwards, we ſhall put bim out of the reach of all 
Chances for ever : for be makes ſuch a Figure already, 
that cautious men do not care to at againſt him, or al- 
ways without bim, becauſe they do not ſee he is much 
over-Powered by by Enemies. Tet be is mot at ſuch a 
pitch as to be quite out of danger, or free from oppofi- 
tion; but if be could gain any conſiderable new addi- 
tion of power, all would come over to bim as the only 
Centre of our Government 1 then would Catholickgs be 
at eaſe, and bu moſt Chriſtian —_— Intereſt ſecu- 
red with ws in England , beyond all apprebenſions 
whatſoever. 

In order to this, we have two great Deſignes to attempt 
thi next Seſſions. 

Firli, That which we were about before, vi2. to put the 
Parliament pon making their humble Requeſt to the 
King, That the Flect may be put into bis Re» H. by __

And, ſecondly, To get an Alli for general Liberty of 
Conſcience. 
| If we carry theſe two, or either of them , we ſhall 
os effed do what we lift afterwards and truly we 
dink, we do mot undertake theſe great Points very 
wrreaſonably , for that we bave good Cards for our 
Game 3 not but that we expe great Oppoſition, and 
we bave reaſon to beg all the Aſſiſtance we can poſſibly 
get: And therefore if bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would 
ftand by ws a little in this, and belp us with ſuch a 
ſum as 20000 1. Sterling, ( which is no great matter 
to venture upon ſuch an Undertaking ) 1 would be con- 
tent to be ſacrificed to the utmoſt malice of my Enemier, 
o- i if I did not ſucceed. 
hg T have propoſed this ſeveral times to Monſieur Ro- 
i- MW vigney, who ſeems always of my opinion 3 but I know 
not whether be will be as zealous in this point 4s a Cas 
a WW tholick, would be, becauſe our prevailing in theſe things 
'e will give the greateſt blow to the Proteſtant Religion 
1 WY here, that ever it receiv'd fince its birth > which perbaps 
he would not be very glad to ſee, efpecially when be be- 
'. WW lieves that there is another way of doing bis Maſlers 
b buſineſs without it, which is by a diſſolution of the Par- 
; liament, which I know be much depends on, and con- 
L cludes, that if that come to be diſſolved, it will be as 
E mach as he need care for 5 proceeding perbaps upon the 
Y 


ſame manner of diſcourſe as he did this time twelve- 
month. But with ſubmiſſion to his better judgment, 
T do think that our caſe is extreamly much altered from 
what it was then, in relation to @ Diſſolution : for then 
the Body of our governing Miniſters ( aii but the Earl 
of Arlington ) were entirely wnited to the Duke, and 
would bave governed bis way, had they been as free 
from all fears and centroul as they bad been if the Par- 
liament bad been removed \ but they have ſince that time 
engaged in quite different Councels, and embarqued 
them- 
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themſelves and Intereſts upon other Bottoms , ha» 
ving declared themſelves againft Popery. And to dif 
ſolve the Parliament ſimply, and without any other ftep 
made, will be to leave them to govern what way the 
lift; which we bave reaſon to ſuſpef will be to the pre= 
Judice of France 'and Catholicks , becaufe their late 
Declarations and Afﬀions bave demonſtrated to ut, that 
they take that for the moſt Popular way for themſelves, 
and the likelieft to keep them in abſolute Power : where» 
as ſhould the Duke get above them, after the trick, they 
have fhewed bim, tbey are not ſure be will totally for- 
get the wſage be bas bad at their hands. Therefore it 
imports xow to advance our Intereſt a little further by 
ſome ſuch Projeft as I have named, before we diſſolve 
the Parliaments, or elſe perhaps we ſhall but change 
Maſters, a Parliament for Miniſters, bat (hall be e- 
ftabliſhed and ſtand firm witbout any oppoſition : for every 
body then will come over to us, and worſhip the rifing , 
Sun. 

Th ave bere given you the Hiſtory of three years as ſhort 
as 1 could, though I am afraid it will ſeem very long 
and troubleſome to your Reverence, amongſt the multi- 
- #de of Aﬀairs you are engaged in» T have alſo ſhewn 
you the preſent ſtate of our Caſe, which may by Gods 
providence aud_good condud be made of ſuch advantage 
z0 Gods Church, that for my part I can ſcarce believe 
my ſelf awake, or the thing real, when I think of a 
Prince, in ſuch an Age as we live in, converted to ſuch 
a degree of Zeal and Fiety, as not to regard any thing 
in the world in compariſon of God Almighty's Glory, 
the Salvation of bis own Soul, and the Converſion of our 
poor Kingdom, which has a long time been oppreſt, and 
miſerably baraſi*d by Herefie and Schiſm:. 

I doubt #0t but your Reverence wil conſider our Caſe, 
take it 10 heart, and afford us what belp you can, botb 
with the King of Heaven by your holy Prayers, and with 
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bis mot Chriftian Majeſty by that Credis which you - moſt. 
;ufily have with bim 3 and if ever bis Majefties Aﬀairs 
a your 094 can want the ſervice of ſo incounfiderable a

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bis Majeſties preſent Minifter bere upon theſe latter 
Arguments, which are moſt flrong, but onely upon the 
firſt > Monſieur Rovigney's ſenſe and ours differing 
very much upox theſe, though we agree perfefly wpen 
the reſt : And indeed, ahough he be a very able man as 
to bis Maſters ſervice, in things where Religion is not 
concern", yet T believe it were much more bappy, confi- 
dering the Poſt he is in, that his Temper were of ſuch 2 
ſort that we might deal clearly with bim throughout, 
and not be forced to flop ſhort in a diſcourſe of Conſe- 
quence, and leave the moſt material part out , becauſe 
we knew it will ſhock bis particular opinion » and ſo per* 
haps meet with diſlike and oppoſition, thongh never ſq ne- 
ceſſary to the main Concern.

do not doubt but bis C. M. would have engaged bimſclf

thers to help him, or at lea(t not 10 oppoſe. If we bad 
been ſo bappy as to have had bis miſt C. M. with s 
to this degree, I would have anſwered with my life for 
ſuch ſucceſs this next Seſſions, as would bave put the 
Catholick Religion , bis R. H. and his moſt Chritia:

Mr. Powle reports from the Conference had with 
the Lords, as followeth 

We have attended the Lords, at the Conference 
which was managed by my Lord Chancellour , - he 
delivered all by word of mouth , without the help 
of any Paper, and therefore I muſt crave pardon, it 
what I report be not cxa&ly according to his words, 
tho, I hope, I ſhall not omit any material paſſage. 

He begun with telling us, that the Lords are ve- 
ry well pleaſed with the repreſentation made to them 
by the Commons, about the neglect in iſſuing out 
the Commiſſions for taking the Oaths of Allegiance 
and Supremacy, 

That it was a Zcal wcll becoming the Houſe of 
Commons not to ſuffer it to be defeated by any Per- 
fon whatſoever. 

That there was no time yet loſt in this Buſineſs, 
for- had the Commiſſions been ſealed, yet till the Re- 
turns had been made by the ſeveral Conſtables , it 
would have been hard to have found out to whom 
the Oaths were to be applyed, and that the Conſta» 
bles were till employed about that work, and had not 
yet made their Return, 

That nevertheleſs, the Loxds thought it not e- 
fiough to ſhew the Commons that there was no negli- 
gence, 
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gence, but on the contrary all diligence had; been 
uſed in the expediting theſe Commiſſions, and: that 
therefore their Lordſhips had commanded him to aC+ 
quaint Us with che whole Progrefs of theſe Commi- 
fions. 

That it was true, that the Commiſſions had: been 
drawn and peruſed by the Attorney General, and 
brought to the Scal and not Scaled, as the Clerk of 
the. Crown had informed Us, but that it was great 
pity, that the Clerk of the Crown was not then in 
Courr, that he might have acquainted Us with the 
whole truth of what paſſed at that time, as well as that 
part of 'the truth he had acquainted; Us withal. - 

That it had been in debate in the Houſe of Peers 
the day before, what Regulations and Limits ſhquld 
be inſerted in the Commiſſions; tor. that their Lord- 
ſhips conceived it hard, that perſons aged, intirm, and 
not able to go out of Town with ſafety of their Lives, 
ſhould not be excepted from taking the Oaths, - And 
this they thought was a ſcvcrity beyond the intention 
of the Commons. 

Their Lordſhips likewiſe obſerved, that there was 
a Prudential Power: reſerved in fix Privy Counſelors 
(whereof the Lord Chancellor , Lord Treaſurcr, or 
Principal Secrctary to be one) to grant Licenſes, and 
they thought it reaſonable, that perſons fo Licenſed 
ſhould be excepted, elſe the hard(hip would be greater 
on. thole that ſaid than thoſe that went. 

Their: Lordſhips likewiſe thought that the Peers 
of this Realm, who are excepted by the Law irom 
taking the Oath of Supremacy, were tit to be cx- 
cepted out of this Commiſhon. As alſo that For- 
raign Merchants and Aliens, being ro: Subjects, were 
not within the Law, and could not be thought dan- 
| $95, becauſe they were ſuch as did. frequent the_ 

xchange, and of whom my Loxd Mayor might have 
H 3 an 
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an Accompt, and deliver a Liſt of them to theCoun- 
cil Table. 

That the Lords thought fit that theſe exceptions 
ſhould be inſerted into the Commiſſions, that the Ju» 
Ifices of Peace might ſee whom not to trouble, and 
thereupon their Lord(hips gave him-direions to make 
ſuch Exceptions. 

That the Attorny General fitting in Court, when the 
Commiſſions were brought the next day to be Sealed, - 
he adviſcd the Officer that had the Seal to hold his 
hand, whereopon the Officer ſtepping to him,asked him 
what he ſhould do, and he told him they muſt be altered.
